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FCC Adopts New Antenna Structure Registration Procedure 
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ding credit is 


On Nov. 30, 1995, the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission updated Rule 97.15 (d) in the 
Amateur Radio Service, and the rules for many 
other radio services, to accommodate new regula- 
tion of antenna structures (the FCC uses the term 
"antenna structures" rather than "towers"). These 
structures are regulated in Part 17 of the Rules. 

Not all antenna structures are affected. The 
new rules apply to those constructing, owning or 
renting space on antenna structures tall enough to 
be hazardous to aviation. This includes antenna 
structures taller than 200 feet, or that may interfere 
with the approach or departure space of a nearby 
airport runway. 

The Federal Aviation Administration must be 
notified of these structures. The FAA determines 
whether the structure may be hazardous, and may 
recommend special painting and lighting. For ex- 
ample, the FAA may recommend that the structure 
have red beacons, white strobe lights, and white 
and orange painted bands. 

The FCC then uses the FAA's decision to im- 
pose requirements on its licensees, Part 17 of the 
FCC Rules explains the FCC’s requirements for 
painting and lighting of antenna structures, includ- 
ing such details as the number, type and location 
of lights and the colors and patterns used to paint 
the structure. The FAA does not have legal 
authority to mandate painting or lighting of anten- 
na structures; only the FCC does. The new Ama- 
teur Radio rule reads as follows: (Rules § 97.15 
(a),(b), (c) and (e) were not changed.) 


§ 97.15 Station antenna structures. 


(d) Further details as to whether an aeronautical 
study is required or if the structure must be registered, 
painted or lighted are contained in Part 17 of the FCC 
Rules, Construction, Marking, and Lighting of Antenna 
Structures. To request approval to place an antenna 
structure higher than the limits specified in paragraphs 
(a), (b), and (c) of this section, the licensee must notify 
the FAA using FAA Form 7460-1 and the structure 
owner must register the structure using FCC Form 854. 


Of the 500,000 antenna structures in the U.S., 
about 75,000 require notification to the FAA. On 
average, there are 12 tenant licensees on each of 
these 75,000 structures. Currently, every licensee 
on a structure must notify the FCC of changes in 
painting and lighting, height, or corrections to site 
coordinates. 

But the FCC has received Congressional ap- 
proval to require only the structure's owner to file 
this information. This will result in a 12 to 1 reduc- 
tion in the amount of antenna structure paperwork 
filed with the FCC. 

The FCC will "register" structure owners and 
| will hold them, rather than radio licensees, primar- 
ily responsible for official notification and safe 
maintenance of the structure. (A sign bearing the 
structure's FCC Registration Number must be 
displayed at the structure's base. In the case of 
structures on top of buildings, the sign must be 
posted on the structure base, not on the base of 
the building.) 

FCC officials emphasized, however, that if the

refuses to comply with regulations (to get the tower 
lights working, for example), the Commission will de- 
mand that radio licensees take responsibility or face 
penalties - even if they are only tenants on the struc- 
ture. FCC Compliance and Information Bureau Chief 
Beverly Baker noted that this is something "...we have 
absolutely no sense of humor about." 

“If a tenant licensee has reason to believe that the 
structure is not in compliance or that the owner is not 
Carrying out its responsibility to maintain the structure 
as required by Part 17 of the Rules, the licensee must 
immediately notify the owner, notify the site manage- 
ment company (if applicable), notify the Commission, 
and make a diligent effort to ensure that the antenna 
structure is brought into compliance," the FCC said. 

"We are not, however, requiring licensees to inde- 
pendently monitor the antenna structure. Instead, li- 
censees must assume responsibility and take appro- 
priate action if circumstances would lead a reasonable 
person to question whether the structure is being main- 
tained. For example, if a licensee becomes aware that 
electrical power is no longer available at the site or has 
rental payment for antenna space returned due to un- 
availability of the owner, the licensee must take reason- 
able actions to ensure that the structure is immediately 
brought into compliance." 


Registration timetable 


After July 1, 1996, all new antenna structures that 
require FAA clearance must be registered with the 
FCC. Existing antenna structures must be registered 
over a two-year period between July 1, 1996 and June 
30, 1998. This period is divided into "Filing Windows" 
by state or U.S. territory:

Every applicable antenna structure will have to be 
registered before it is built. The FAA may decide that 
such structures need to be lighted during construction. 

The FCC will require location data for the structure 
in terms of degrees, minutes and seconds, and height 
to the nearest meter. The antenna structure registra- 
tion database will accept latitude and longitude data, in 
"either the NAD 27 or NAD 83 datum," up to an accura- 
cy of one second and height to one meter. 

Owners must specify which datum is used and 
may use surveying tools of differing accuracy, such as 
maps or GPS receivers. Seven and one-half minute 
geological maps may yield accuracies within one sec-

The FCC is revising Form 854, which structure 
owners will use to register. The FCC found that it 
could not combine this form with the FAA form 7460-1. 
Therefore, owners will have to file both forms with the 
respective agencies if they file by mail. The FCC will 
announce when the new Form 854 is available. 

The FCC also will permit owners to file electroni- 
cally. "Permitting owners to file electronically will elimi- 
nate processing delays by registering antenna struc- 
tures within minutes of filing an application," the FCC 
said. "Not all owners will have similar needs when filing 
FCC Form 854, thus the Commission intends to permit 
owners to file electronically or in the traditional manner 
by mail. Using either filing method, the owner of a pro- 
posed structure could begin construction as soon as a 
registration number is obtained. Detailed instructions 
on how to register electronically will be described in a 
future Public Notice and published in the Federal Regi- 
ster." 

In a stark departure from its usual procedures, the 
FCC will not charge a registration fee. A fee will be 
charged, however, to access the antenna registration 
database. "After a majority of the existing structures 
are registered, we may consider permitting on-line 
queries of the antenna registration database through a 


FCC said. 
"Prior to providing a ‘900’ telephone number ser- 


proceeding concerning applicable fees, Such fee-per- 
minute charges would only apply to value-added ac- 
cess to the database, such as on-line status reports for 
registration applications. 

"Database searches and copies of the entire data- 
base, however, would continue to be available from the 
Commission's copy contractor or free of charge 
through the Internet. Further, we will continue to inves- 
tigate the creation of other tools, such as providing the 
registration database in CD ROM format." 


Renewals not required 


The FCC will not require owners to renew their 
registration. "There is little benefit in mandating a re- 
newal process for tens of thousands of owners, when 
only a small percentage will need to update registration 
information in the next five or ten years," the FCC said. 
Instead, owners must notify the Commission, using 
Form 854, of any change of structure height, owner- 
ship, owner's address, or upon dismantling the struc- 
ture.

COMMISSION ISSUES FCC FORM 610-V VANITY CALL SIGN APPLICATION 


After some two years of rulemaking and additional 
delays caused by appeals from the ham radio com- 
munity, the Amateur Service "vanity" call sign program 
is about to get underway. 

On August 10, 1993, President Clinton signed his 
well publicized Deficit Reduction Plan into law. Tucked 
away on page 57 was a provision for Amateur Radio 
station call signs to be selected by the user. Getting 
this provision incorporated was largely the work of a 
single, very persistent Texas amateur who told Con- 
gress that ham operators wanted - and were willing to 
pay for - station call signs of their choosing. It was a 
bombshell! Neither the ARRL nor the FCC were aware 
of this effort until it happened! 

For decades, the FCC had said that they could 
not grant special call signs because there was no pro- 
vision in the law for charging for Amateur Radio Opera- 
tor licenses and station call signs. Furthermore, they 
did not have the data processing ability with their pres- 
ent system to provide for a special call sign program. 
But a new Amateur Service computer system came 
online during early 1994 and with it, the capability to 
handle assignment of user-selected station call signs. 

According to the original legislation, the cost of a 
special call sign was to have been $7.00 a year ...or 
$70.00 for a ten year term license. Last summer, how- 
ever, the FCC reduced the fee to $30.00 to more close- 
ly reflect the actual cost of the program. 

The American Radio Relay League quickly formed 
an Ad Hoe Committee on Vanity Call Signs to develop 
how they thought the program should be administered. 
On December 23, 1994 the FCC Commissioners adopt- 
ed final rules implementing vanity call signs in the 
Amateur Service and the ARRL suggestion that the 
system should be phased in was adopted. But the 
League's proposal of a one-time $150 application fee 
(which would require additional Congressional approv- 
al) rather than a payment for each license term was 
not. 


Initially the FCC was to assign the first available 
call sign from a list of ten preferential call signs. The 
call sign selected also had to be within the framework 
of the sequential call sign system wherein certain 
groups of call signs are designated for each class of 
operator license. At ARRL’s urging, the number of se- 
lections was changed to 25 to increase the chances of 
obtaining an assignable call sign. A system of "open- 
ing gates" was established. The FCC said they would 
announce the opening of each gate by Public Notice. 

The new FCC Form 610-V was first completed 
almost a year ago. This is the application form that 


would be used to request the specific call sign 
choices. But its release to the public was held up 
pending resolution of several Petitions of Reconsid- 
eration. Several amateurs and the ARRL wanted the 
FCC to change certain facets of the program. The 
League was particularly unhappy with the provision 
that an amateur could select an available call sign from 
other regions. And a second round of petitions were 
filed after the FCC ruled on the first batch. 

Finally, on November 29, 1995, the FCC resolved 
all of the issues and issued Fact Sheet PR5000, Num- 
ber 206-V detailing how the vanity call sign program 
would work. The following is a verbatim copy of this 
release: 


AMATEUR STATION VANITY CALL SIGN SYSTEM 


A vanity call sign (a call sign selected by the FCC 
from a list of call signs requested by the station licen- 
see or license trustee) may be requested for a primary 
or club station, The request must be made by the 
licensee or, in the case of a club station, by the club 
station license trustee, on FCC Form 610-V Amateur 
Radio Station Vanity Call Sign Request. \t must be filed 
with the required fee. (See FCC Form 1070-V for mail- 
ing instructions and fee requirement.) RACES and mili- 
tary recreation stations are not eligible for vanity call 
signs. 


The requestor may list up to twenty-five call signs 
in order of preference. The exact prefix, numeral, and 
suffix must be given for each call sign. Requests stat- 
ed in general terms such as, "Any call sign with my init- 
ials" or "Any call sign having the prefix (or suffix) —" 
will be dismissed. The first assignable call sign on the 
list for which the requestor is eligible will be shown on 
the license grant for the requestor’s station and the 
original call sign will be vacated. Should no requested 
call sign be assignable to the station, the original call 
sign will continue to be shown on the license grant. 


A call sign is assignable two years following li- 
cense expiration, surrender, revocation, set aside, car 
cellation, void abinitio, or death of the grantee. See 
Fact Sheet PR5000 #206 Sequential Call Sign Syster 
for explanation of call sign group, format, and prefix 
(See Table No. 1) The exceptions are: 
> Former holder - The two year requirement do 
not apply to an otherwise eligible primary station i 
call sign was previously assigned to the primary, 
secondary, repeater, control, auxiliary link, or spé 
station of the requestor. 
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> Close relative of former holder now deceased - 
Upon the death of the holder, a call sign is assignable 
immediately to an otherwise eligible primary station of 
a close relative (the holder’s spouse, child, grandchild, 
stepchild, parent, grandparent, stepparent, brother, 
sister, stepbrother, stepsister, aunt, uncle, niece, 
nephew, or in-law). 

> Request in memoriam - Upon the death of the 
holder, the call sign is assignable immediately to an 
otherwise eligible club station. The trustee's files must 
include a written statement from a close relative, as 
listed above, of the deceased showing consent of the 
relative to the request. 


Call sign group eligibility is determined by the 
requestor’s class of operator license: 
@ Amateur Extra- Group A, B, C, or D. 


@ Advanced - Group B, C, or D. 
e@ General - Group C or D. 

@ Technician Plus - Group C or D. 

@ Technician - Group C or D. 

®@ Novice - Group D.

Use FCC Form 610 for 
an operator/primary station license. Use FCC Form 610-8 for a club, military recreation, or RACES station license. 


3. A renewal of your license. Use FCC Form 610 for an operator/primary station license and FCC Form 610-B fora 
club, military recreation, or RACES station license. 


4. A Reciprocal Permit for Alien Amateur Licensee. Use FCC Form 610-A. 


5. Anew club or military recreation station license. Use FCC Form 610-B. 


The vanity call sign system is being implemented using a series of five starting gates. Each gate will be announced by 

a public notice. As each gate opens, more amateur operators become eligible for a vanity call sign. DO NOT file this 

form until such time as the gate opens for which you are eligible, otherwise, your application will be dismissed. The 

gates are: 

Gatel -»A person holding a current operator/primary station license document (FCC Form 660) showing any 
class of operator license and who has checked item 7A or 7B. Additionally, any person holding a 
current operator/primary station license document showing any class of operator license and who 
also holds the license document for a club station for which he/she is the license trustee and who has 
checked item 7C. 


Gate 1(A)-> A person holding a current primary/operator station license document showing any class of operator 
license and who also holds the license document for a club station for which he/she is the license 
trustee and who has checked item 7D. 


Gate2  -»A person holding a current operator/primary station license document (FCC Form 660) showing 
Amateur Extra class of operator license and who has checked item 7E. Additionally, any person 
holding a current operator/primary station license document showing Amateur Extra class of operator 
license and who also holds the license document for a club station for which he/she is the license 
trustee and who has checked item 7F. 


Gate3  -»A person holding a current operator/primary station license document (FCC Form 660) showing 
Advanced class of operator license and who has checked item 7E. Additionally, any person holding 
a current operator/primary station license document showing Advanced class of operator license 
and who also holds the license document for a club station for which he/she is the license trustee and 
who has checked item 7F. 


Gate4  -» A person holding a current operator/primary station license document (FCC Form 660) showing any 
class of operator license and who has checked item 7E. Additionally, any person holding a current 
primary/operator station license document showing any class of operator license and who also holds 
the license document for a club station for which he/she is the license trustee and who has checked 
item 7F.

ITEM 6 Type or print the call sign shown on your unexpired license. 


ITEM 7. Enter an "X" in the proper box to apply for: 


BOX 7A A callsign for your primary station that was previously shown on your license. Type or print the exact 
call sign requested. DO NOT FILE FORM 610-V UNTIL GATE 1 IS OPEN. 


BOX 7B A call sign for your primary station that was previously shown on the license of your deceased 
spouse, child, grandchild, stepchild, parent, grandparent, stepparent, brother, sister, stepbrother, stepsister, 
aunt, uncle, niece. nephew, or in-law.

Type or print the 
relationship to the deceased of the person giving consent. The club must have held a club station license 
grant on March 24, 1995. DO NOT FILE FORM 610-V UNTIL GATE 1(A) IS OPEN. 


BOX 7E A vanity call sign for your primary station. EXTRA CLASS OPERATORS: DO NOT FILE FORM 610-V UNTIL 
GATE 21S OPEN. ADVANCED CLASS OPERATORS: DO NOT FILE FORM 610-V UNTIL GATE 3 IS OPEN. GENERAL, 
TECHNICIAN PLUS, TECHNICIAN, AND NOVICE CLASS OPERATORS: DO NOT FILE FORM 610-V UNTIL GATE 4 IS 
OPEN. 


BOX 7F A vanity call sign for a club station for which you are the license trustee. 


ITEM 8 Attach a photocopy of your unexpired amateur operator/primary station license document (FCC Form 660) to 
this section of the form. If you checked item 7C, 7D or 7F, also staple a photocopy of your unexpired club 
station license document (FCC Form 660). 


If you checked item 7D, retain in your files the written consent given by the former holder's close relative.

The "Group Call Sign System" 


Unless you previously held the call sign, all call 
signs selected under the vanity call sign program must 
be from the sequential call sign groups for which your 
operator class of license is eligible. This includes ama- 
teurs who are applying for the call sign of a close fam- 
ily relative. 

All call sign formats available under the sequential 
Call sign system are broken down into four different 
groups. The system is detailed in FCC Fact Sheet No. 
PR-5000 #206 which follows: 


Table No. 1 Adapted from PR-S000 #206 
AMATEUR STATION SEQUENTIAL CALL SIGN SYSTEM 


A unique call sign is assigned to each amateur station 
during the processing of a license. The call sign format con- 
sists of the prefix, followed by the single numeral, followed by 
the suffix. The call sign prefixes can be one or two letters. 
Single-letter prefixes are either K, N, or W. Two letter combi- 
nations are either AA-AL, KA-KZ, NA-NZ, or WA-WZ. The 
numeral is a single number, @ through 9, indicating a geo- 
graphical district. 

The station is reassigned its same call sign upon renew- 
al or modification of its license, unless the licensee applies for 
a change to a new sequential call sign using FCC Form 610. 
Each new call sign is sequentially selected from the alphabet- 
ized regional-group list for the licensee's operator class and 
mailing address. The mailing address must be one where the 
licensee can receive mail delivery by the United States Postal 
Service. Certain combinations of letters are not used. [Note: 
The FCC is in the process of updating this Fact Sheet to in- 
clude these unused combinations.] When the call signs in 
any regional-group list are exhausted, the selection is made 
from the next lower group. 


GROUP A: For primary stations licensed to Amateur Extra 
Class Operators 
Regions 1 to 10 - Continental 48 states: 
(1) Prefix K, N, or W, and a two-letter suffix; 
(2) Two letter prefix with the first letters AA-AK (except 
AH), NA-NZ (except NH, NL and NP), KA-KZ (except KH, 
KL and KP) or WA-WZ (except WH, WL and WP) and one 
letter suffix; and; 
(3) Two letter prefix with the first letters AA-AK, and two 
letter suffix. 
Region 11 - Alaska:

Region 13 - Pacific area: 
Prefix AH, KH, NH, or WH, and one letter suffix.

Two letter prefix with the first letters NA-NZ (except NH, NL 
and NP), KA-KZ (except KH, KL and KP) or WA-WZ 
(except WH, WL and WP) and two letter suffix.

Licensee information is retained in the FCC's Amateur 
Service database for two years beyond expiration to provide a 
grace period during which persons who unintentionally fail to 
renew their licenses have additional time to do so. 


When will the first gate open? 


The FCC has not yet issued the Public Notice 
announcing the opening of the first gate and at this 
point it is unknown when the first gate will open. The 
best guess is within 60 days. 

The FCC did, however, issue the Form 610-V 
Amateur Radio Station Vanity Call Sign Request (appli- 
Cation form) to their printer which is a federal prison. 
Print masters were also sent to the W5YI Group and to 
the ARRL. In addition, we also understand that a print- 
able copy of the form was posted to the FCC’s Internet 
Website on December 1. 

We are including a Form 610-V with this 
newsletter. VERY IMPORTANT: YOU MAY NOT 
SUBMIT THIS FORM UNTIL YOUR APPROPRI- 
ATE "GATE" OPENS! 

The FCC also released Form 1070-V. This last 
form entitled: Notice of Fee Due for FCC 610V details 
the steps to be taken to submit the Form 610-V appli- 
cation and fee. 

Basically, the form states that the $30.00 fee may 
be paid by check, bank draft, money order or credit 
card. "If paying by check, bank draft or money order, 
your remittance must be denominated in U.S. dollars, 
drawn on a U.S, financial institution and made payable 
to 'FCC’. No post-dated, altered or third-party checks 
will be accepted. No checks will be accepted if issue 
date is older than six months. Do not send cash." An 
FCC Form 159, Remittance Advice, must be used when 
paying by credit card.

How do | know what call signs are available? 


The WS5YI Group offers a vanity call sign availabil- 
ity service. Basically we have programmed a computer 
to print a custom computer disk file of every unassign- 
ed 4 and 5 character call sign on a particular day for a 
specific region. It can easily be read with any word 
processor or from DOS. 

We update our FCC database of assigned call 
signs daily. Included on the disk are all assignable 
1x2, 2x1, 2x2 and 1x3 call signs - but not 2x3 call signs 
since there are close to 9 million of them! We can, 
however, tell you if a specific 2x3 call sign has been 
assigned on the telephone. Cost is only $15.95 - 
Credit card orders go to toll free: 1-800-669-9594. 


e According to an AMSAT bulletin, the 
Radio Society of Great Britain (RSGB) 
has donated 25,000 pounds (nearly 
$40,000) to the AMSAT Phase 3D satel- 
lite project. In addition, it was announc- 
ed that the RSGB will contribute another 
25,000 pounds on the condition that 
AMSAT-UK raises a similar amount from 
other sources. 

On behalf of the Phase-3D Team, 
AMSAT-NA President Bill Tynan, W3XO 
expressed his sincere thanks to the 
RSGB for its generosity. He said that, 
like all contributions to this cause, this 
significant RSGB donation will be instru- 
mental in assuring that the satellite is 
completed and launched.

The announcement says that the Coord- 
inated Universal Time (UTC) will se- 
quence as follows:

> 1Jan 1996 O hours O min. 0 sec. 


e Doug Loughmiller, KOS! (also 
G®SYX), is leaving his post as UoSAT 
Spacecraft Operations and Groundsta- 
tion Manager effective Dec. 12th. Doug 
will return to the United States. He had 
been stationed at the University of Sur- 
rey (outside of London, England) for the 
past three years. 

He said "The time has come for me 
to return to Texas to once again regain 
my place on the sidelines as a mere ob- 
server while pursuing other professional 
pursuits." He will be replaced by Chris 
Jackson, ZL2TPO/G7UPN, the author of 
the very popular WISP program who 
joined UoSAT about a year ago. 

"My decision to leave UoSAT will 
undoubtedly mark my departure from 
amateur space activities. For over the 
past 15 years | have actively promoted, 
in one role or another, the concept of 
tadio amateurs placing satellites into or- 
: bit and making constructive use of 
them for the betterment of the entire 
amateur radio hobby world-wide. | have 
been extremely fortunate in that period 
of time to have had the privilege to work 
with some of the finest people within the 
amateur radio fraternity.” 

"The amateur satellite program has 
come a long way since 1972 when | 
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tracked my first OSCAR and decided 
that | wanted to play a role in this truly 
exciting aspect of amateur radio. While 
we have some truly remarkable things 
to look back upon, | am convinced that 
the best is yet to come. 

"As many of you know, | have felt 
for some time that the Phase 3D project 
is very important to amateur radio. It is 
absolutely essential that this mission 
succeeds and serves as a Catalyst for 
further technical development within the 
entire amateur radio community as we 
move into the 21st century." 


@ H-2782, a bill based on PRB-1, is 
now Massachusetts Law! The Ham 
Radio Tower Bill, as it has commonly 
been referred to, was signed by Gov- 
ernor Weld, Thanksgiving weekend and 
takes effect in 90 days. The bill, which 
mirrors PRB-1, states that: 

"No zoning ordinance or by-law 
shall prohibit the construction or use of 
an antenna structure by a federally |i- 
censed amateur radio operator. Zoning 
ordinances and by-laws may reasonably 
regulate the location and height of such 
antenna structures for the purposes of 
health, safety, or aesthetics; provided, 
however, that such ordinances and by- 
laws reasonably allow for sufficient 
height of such antenna structures so as 
to effectively accommodate amateur 
radio communications by federally 
licensed amateur radio operators and 
constitute the minimum practicable reg- 
ulation necessary to accomplish the 
legitimate purposes of the city or town 
enacting such ordinance or by-law." 

The big advantage to Bay state 
amateurs is that they can now go to 
their town hall and point to Chapter 225 
which requires local regulations to be 
reasonable. And if it is necessary to go 
to court for satisfaction, either state or 
federal court may be chosen. The new 
law takes effect February 23, 1996. 


e A Westchester County judge has 
upheld a 90 day moratorium on the ap- 
proval of additional cellular telephone 
facilities in the town of Harrison, NY. 
The moratorium was deemed a reason- 
able measure designed to give the town 
a period of time in which to enact zon- 
ing changes The town’s new regula- 
tions limit cellular antennas to commer- 
cial areas, require expert public impact 
assessments ...and yearly monitoring of 
the radiated power. (Thanks, K2LZ) 
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e Canadian amateurs are concerned 
| that their annual Amateur Radio license 
fees will be going up. The United 
States is one of the few countries that 
does not ask their amateurs to pay a 
share of the cost of radio spectrum 
management. But it could come at 
some point! The FCC's computers are 
already programmed to accept license 
fees. 


@ Ehrhorn Technological Operations, 
Inc. (ETO), has merged with Applied 
Science and Technology, Inc., of Wo- 
burn, MA. ETO’s Chairman, Dick Ehr- 
horn, W4ETO told us that delivery and 
warranty service commitments on their 
line of ALPHA radio products are not 
affected. ETO continues to operate 
from its Colorado Springs location with 
no anticipated changes in personnel. 
Ray Heaton remains the primary sales 
and service contact for amateur radio 
customers. 


e@ Len Winkler, KB7LPW's "Ham Radio 
& More" show is now heard on 64 sta- 
tions nationwide on the Talk America 
Radio Network ...including live WWCR 
shortwave on 7.435 MHz Sundays at 
6:00 p.m. Eastern Time (22:00 UTC.) 


e The premiere issue of CQ VHF has 
hit the streets. The January/February 
1996 issue covers repeaters & FM, 
packet radio, amateur satellites, ATV, 
and VHF/UHF weak signal operation. 
The inaugural issue carries a product 
review of the Radio Shack HTX-212 two- 
meter mobile transceiver which it calls 
an excellent value.

period. Since we have the FCC's Amateur Service 
database online, we have written software which ex- 
tracts the first time licensed amateurs and those up- 
grading to a new operator class. (This information is 
coded into of the FCC database.) 

The FCC apparently began using their new format 
on April 10, 1995 - since some of the data prior to that 
date is in a slightly different format and can not easily 
be extracted. (We are working on it, however.)
